WASHINGTON, J a n e 5.— 
President Roosevelt faced his 
first test of strength with Con­ 
gress today. It was he who is­ 
sued the challenge. 
Pending legislation w h i c h 
would restore more than $170, 
000,000 
of 
the 
compensation 
about to be taken away from 
World War veterans by execu­ 
tive order was the issue. 
The President is at odds with the 
House, which to date has voted ov­ 
erwhelmingly for every measure in 
his emergency program. 
House leaders are on notice that 
Mr. Roosevelt will keep the special 
session here all summer if that be 
necessary to prevent a disarrange­ 
ment of the budget through last- 
minute concessions to the veterans. 
Warning Is Given 
He bluntly told 14 Democratic 
congressmen last night that if they 
persisted in passing the Connolly 
amendment—which would limit to 
25 per cent the amount that could 
be cut from veterans’ payments—it 
would be necessary to enact addi­ 
tional taxation to offset the cost. At 
a three-hour White House confer­ 
ence he asked these leaders to tell 
him what form of taxes could be 
imposed, but no suggestions were 
forthcoming. 
The meeting ended in a stale­ 
mate. 
The congressmen told the 
President the House was in a very 
substantial mood to pass the dis­ 
puted measure. 
Mr. Roosevelt as­ 
sured them he would veto it unless 
it was financed.

Roosevelt would resort to the radio 
and appeal directly to the people if 
the House doesn’t recede.

Going to his room in the home of 
his brother-in-law, Ignatius Zar- 
emba, of 20 Elmwood avenue, Oak­ 
land, Sunday aftternoon, Walter 
Konopka, aged 28, ended his life by 
slashing his throat and left wrist. 
He was found dead by a nephew, 
Kasimer Zaremba, about 3 o’clock. 
Coroner Orville Potter, 
who was 
called, pronounced Konopka’s death 
as suicide. 
The coroner was told by Konop­ 
ka’s sister, that he had been ill with 
mental trouble for about two years, 
and had previously been in a sani- 
torium. His condition had improved 
somewhat, but became worse again, 
and he was forced to leave his 
work as a pair heater at the She­ 
nango Tin Mill on April 18, because 
of his ailment. 
Mrs. Zaremba and her two daugh­ 
ters had been sitting on the front 
porch, and ufhen the former’s son 
returned from work about 3 o’clode, 
he 
was 
asked 
to 
look for Mr. 
Konopka, as his sister had begun 
to worry about his absence. Going 
to Konopka’s room, the boy found 
him in a pool of blood. The act had 
evidently been committed several 
hours before. 
In addition to his sister, Mrs. 
Zaremba, he leaves his parents in 
the old country. 
In addition to the parents, and 
sister, he also leaves two brothers- 
in-law, V. Jendrysik, and Joseph 
Kwolek. of this city.

With his parents, the baby had 
gone to visit at the Houston farm, 
near Enon, and older boys were 
playing baseball in the yard, batting 
out flies. In some manner, the bat 
slipped, striking the little tot along­ 
side the head. He was taken to a 
doctor’s office in Enon Valley and 
then brought to the New Castle 
hospital, but efforts to save his life 
were in vain, death coming at 9:15 
last evening. 
Coroner Potter, who investigated 
the circumstances surrounding the 
case, pronounced the death as acci 
dental.

Of the Pennsylvania quota, 764 
will be enrolled from western coun­ 
ties through the Pittsburgh regional 
office, and the remaining 1186 will 
be selected from eastern counties 
by the Philadelphia office. 
v Veterans to be eligible for selec­ 
tion must have served in the armed 
forces of the United States during a 
war; be honorably discharged from 
such service; be unemployed and a 
citizen of the United States. 
They 
must also be physically fit for m an­ 
ual labor and of good character and 
general fitness to perform the work 
required, these qualifications being 
attested by at least four indorse­ 
ments which may be obtained from 
a representative of an organization

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the rolls like a staccato back lash. 
And all the way down the line from 
mill nine to 20, a row of smiling 
faces as the crews threw out the red 
hot iron th a t spells prosperity and 
peace. 
“We’re Back Home.” 
The faces th a t smiled were dirty 
for the most part, streaked with 
grease and grime and soot, flushed 
from the heat of the furnace and 
the rolls, but it was a money dirt, 
the kind we can use more of in New 
Castle. 
Over the plant hung the 
odor of hot grease mixed with steam, 
and soft coal fumes, all of them 
combining to make th a t “tin mill 
odoi” th a t has been strangely miss­ 
ing on Moravia street for 17 months. 
"We're back home,” grinned Coo­ 
ney Evans as he pushed a pack of 
30 gauge through the rolls. 
“They 
can’t beat the New Castle mill and, 
boy, are we glad to get back.” 
Some finicky soul with a delicate 
stomach might not have cared for 
the odor of grease and steam as it 
permeated the air and filled the 
nostrils but to the men turning out 
th at black plate it had all the frag­ 
rance of flowers. “It smells like per­ 
fume to me,” said M att Davies, hot 
mill foreman, as he circulated thru 
the mill. 
Herman George, one of the old­ 
est rollers in the corporation, was 
pleased over the fact th a t he had his 
old tongs back again. 
“When we 
went down in December, 1931, I hid 
my tongs in the millwright’s cup­ 
board and there 
they were this 
morning when I went for them.” 
Out Early. 
It was assumed th a t the mills 
would go on at 8 o’clock this m orn­ 
ing, the usual hour for the day tu rn 
to start. 
At 5 o’clock some of the 
heaters were on the job ready to 
charge the furnaces and by 6:30 they 
had them charged. At 7 o’clock the 
mills started and at 7:30 the first 
heat w’as finished. 
There was no indication th at the 
mills had ever been down at all, 
save for the rust on the standing 
board between the furnaces and the 
rolls. Every mill was booming along 
taking the iron as the heater tossed 
it over to the roller, putting it thru 
with an ease th at belied any shut 
down. 
Back of the opening is a story of 
speedy work th at seems unbeliev­ 
able. Last Monday afternoon D. S. 
Pyle, general manager of the She- 
nango works, W’as asked by the gen­ 
eral office of the corporation, how 
soon he could get the New Castle 
mill into operation. He set ten days 
as the time necessary and then call­ 
ed in his foremen w’ho would have 
charge of the work. 
He suggested th a t it might be 
possible to beat the ten day mark 
and they did by nearly four days. 
On Thursday of last week there 
wasn’t a roll or a pound of bar 
steel in the mills, but by Saturday 
every roll was in place and sheet 
bars were piled up on buggies ready 
for the crews.

way, labor foreman. 
“The steam

braith, a Lawrence county boy, as 
sumed the Epworth pastorate swme 
time ago. 
He was preaching his 
first baccalaureate to a senior hig 
class last night. 
Proverbs 3 and 4 were read by 
Rev. Schnebly for the sermon text. 
Dr. G albraith’« Addre** 
The scholarly b a c c a l a u r e a t e 
speaker, prefacing his sermon last 
niaht said to the class: 
“Members of the graduating class 
of 1933, you have come to your grad­ 
uation time and you are lo^k^ g 
ahead into a wonderful day of op­ 
portunity. You can say ‘I have fin­ 
ished my course’ and as you¡ move 
out Into the larger day you will mee 
problems financial, political, social 
national, International, racial, moral 
and religious. These will test you, 
but refine the gold in your life and 
separate the dross if you determine 
to keep your character unstained. 
“The world is not here by chance. 
It is a handwork of a divine archi­ 
tect* this universe didn’t just hap­ 
pen.’ and your educational oppor­ 
tunity was not something that ac­ 
cidently came out of disorder ana 
chaos. 
It is 
the 
by-product 
of 
Christianity, God has had a right 
hand in it all and Jesus is still the 
light of the w'orld. Be sure you are 
right and then follow the gleam. 
And then in his sermon^ 
Youth 
Approved of God,” Dr. Galbraith, 
said in part: 
“First, what is education? 
Edu­ 
cation is life. The statem ent of the 
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philosopher, which seemed so radi­ 
cal when first uttered, is now gen­ 
erally accepted. American educa­ 
tion is engaged in the process of 
putting the ideal into practice. As 
we would have life, so must our ed­ 
ucation and religion be. To make 
the perfect ideal these must go to­ 
gether. 
“Someone has said: 
“Life is idealistic; education must 
aim high. 
Life is friendly; education must 
develop a social spirit. 
Life is dynamic; education must 
move forward agressively. 
Life is practical; education must 
be efficient. 
Life is recreative; education must 
train for leisure. 
Life is progressive; education must 
adjust itself to new needs. 
Life 
is 
cooperative; 
education 
must itself cooperate.” 
“And I add that ‘life is a respon­ 
sibility and we must pay our debt to 
humanity. Life is a God given op­ 
portunity and we should prepare 
ourselves to meet it. Education and 
religion will aid us in our upward 
climb.’ 
Points To Education 
“Education tries to give the crea­ 
tive concept of life and religion adds 
th at it is not enough to get, but we 
must give. We are not here to be 
served but to prepare ourselves for 
service, believing tljat in giving our 
best to God th at the best will come 
back to us. You should aim high 
and 'hitch your wagon to a star', if 
it is not a falling star. You can't 
all stand at the head of your class 
in scholarship, you can’t all be vale­ 
dictorian, but you can succeed. It 
has been said th at Napoleon was 
forty-second in his class in school, 
but who can name those first forty- 
one? 
Dr. C h a rts Mayo said in the 
Journal of National Education asso­ 
ciation: ‘You can get along with a 
wooden leg, but you can’t get along 
with a wooden head’. 
“One of the most encouraging 
signs of modern times in the field of 
education is the emphasis now being 
laid on training of character, to be 
good or strive to be is as important 
as to be great. To be ‘approved of 
God’ is an essential of life. In the 
public schools and in church schools 
the mere im partation of knowledge 
and the drilling or development in 
technical skill or mental alertness 
are acknowledged to be wholly inad­ 
equate in the creating of a winning 
personality, or the making of a suc­ 
cessful human life. 
Physical and 
mental achievement, without the 
development of character and the 
approval of God, are not sufficient 
for the years of opportunity and re­ 
sponsibility th at lie ahead. 
“A student is not just a receiving 
station of scientific discoveries, even 
though he may be a physical or 
mental phenomena, nor is he a me­ 
chanical contrivance, a human m a­ 
chine only for the doing of the work 
of the world. Man is God's m aster­ 
piece, he is a soul, he is a spirit with 
capacities of almost infinite possi­ 
bilities of development in the realm 
„of religion, conscience, feeling mo­ 
tive and ideal and none of these are 
contrary to the acquisition of knowl­ 
edge. Their development must come 
from the best in science and culture 
; and accomplished in the light of 
s facts and knowledge. 
Truth and 
! genuine religion are from God and 
the need of the hour is a loyalty to 
I Christ, the approval of God and a 
subscribing to the highest that^ reg­ 
isters in the noblest conduct, reveal? 
itself in Christian character and 
makes its full contribution in an 


i effort to lift the world into the im­ 
manence of God. 
; 
“Life is a tremendous conflict. It 
is a battle from the cradle to the 
grave. If you are drifting, dream ­ 
ing, lounging, loafing with no goals 
of life to attain, no high idealism 
you are seeking, you are missing or 
will miss the zest of battle or the 
glory of victory. 
Youth’s Daring Praised 
“Is youth making good? 
I answer 
not all of them, and all of them 
never did. But an increasing num ­ 
ber are. They are far ahead of even 
25 years ago. They have greater op­ 
portunity, this cannot be denied, but 
it is to their credit that they step 
into the opportunity with a youth­ 
ful. twentieth century daring and 
say ‘here I am ’ to education, society 
and religion. 
“W hat about the youth of today, 
w i t h multiplied temptations, as 
compared with the youth of yester­ 
day? 
Well I answer, just take a 
m ental calculation and estimate of 
! the youth of your community of 25 
or more years ago. Yes, youth is 
more daring for they live in a more 
daring age; older folks are more 
daring, too. but age and experience 
provide wisdom and limitations that 
youth must yet acquire. Some say 
‘the young people are not as relig­ 
ious as they should be’ and that is 
true, but many fathers and mothers 
are in the same class. If older folks 
were more consistent, and, in some 
cases, less insistent, better results 
could be secured with the young 
people. The practice of consistency 
will help solve the problem.” 
At this point Dr. Galbraith con­ 
trasted the lives of two famous 
Princeton university students, Aaron 
Burr and Dr. Robert E. Lee. 
He re­ 
ferred to them to illustrate that, 
failure is certain where God is left, 
out. He interpolated the name of 
many a youth of the past who has 
succeeded. 
As he closed he said that “high 
idealism is necessary and a desire 
for success is commendable, for to 
be praised by men and enjoy it Is 
only human. The most im portant 
thing to youth is to be ’approved of 
God’. In closing I think of anoth­ 
er, far superior to any I have m en­ 
tioned; one who was crucified at 
only 33 years of age; yet he fed the 
hungry, healed the sick, opened 
blind eyes, comforted the sorrowing, 
was 
the 
greatest 
preacher 
and 
teacher the world has ever known, 
died upon a cross, arose from the 
tomb trium phant and lives today 
and every school in this land of 
ours, every opportunity for educa­ 
tional development is here because 
of Him—Jesus of Nazareth, the light 
of the world. Members of the grad­ 
uating class. I covet you for Him 
for His sake and your sake.”

MUST CUT BIG SALARIES 
The Reconstruction Finance corporation has laid down the rule 
that corporations to which it makes loans must reduce excessive salaries 
paid to their executives or prove that they are not excessive. 
This was announced in connection with a loan of $23,200,000 made 
to the Southern Pacific company. 
Reductions ranging from 10 to 60 
per cent in salaries of executives of that company were ordered and ac­ 
cepted. 
“While the Southern Pacific railroad loan is the first in which 
these salary reductions have been required,” said Chairman Jones of the 
corporation, “it will be the policy of the corporation to impose similar 
conditions in all future loans to railroads or other corporations paying 
excessive salaries.” 
The corporation will require that the cuts remain in effect until 
the loans are repaid or until the corporations meet fixed charges out of 
revenues. 
The policy is just and sound from a business standpoint. 
The

cut drastically. The executives also in many cases have had their salaries 
reduced, but many still are receiving what would be regarded as big 
pay even in normally prosperous times.
